to lieivr my story? 
liavG bc«n lolling 
yon Uial I am a quooc old gentle- 
man and that I bavo a liablt of talk- 
iiijf too much and of talkinptooofton 
about lh« Haino tiling. Yon arc a 
rpi)ort,or? What does the great 
public caie foP tho story of an old, 
worn-«ut antor? But eonip, I will 
tell yoji, novorllioloRS, bocansc — 
w«ll, becauHe, as thoy have told 
you, it is my failing and beeaus« it 
is about my Miilgo, my own dear 
Midge. 

"Yes, I was an aelor, long ago. 
Never a good aotor (that is a skill- 
ful one) although I havo always 
tried to be a good man, which I 
fear ia no more a characteristic of 
my profession to-day than it was 
tifty years ago. \ went on the stage 
too late in life. I taught school 
until I was nearly thirty, dreaming 
of the stage and stage-life all the 
time, wondering if T would ever 
hoar thcvplaudits and shoiiln of a 
groat audience, and never daring to 
make the first attempt. After I liad 
saved a little money though, for I 
knew that at first I conid expect to 
Make little or nothing, 1 decided to 
go to New York and attempt to get 
a modest (>ngagement. I had some 
talent, and was willing to work 
liard, but I found the task more 
difficult that I had thought. But 
you, a reporter, will know what it 
is, for it is an old, old story. I real- 
ly think 1 receved a small part even- 
tually, more to sileiu-e u trouble- 
some and persistent applicant than 
for any othei reason. And then 
began a life of hardship that last«d 
for twenty years. For every month 
tliat I oould get work there were 
two of Idlnricos, or, what was noj.i ly 
as bad, work withoiil pay. I was 
just: a bad enough actor to be a 
cheap one, and I iinderHtand that 
tliere is just as much ciompetition 
in that branch of the profession t«- 
day as there always has been. 

"At forty, yes, before, they had 
brok«in my heart, and at fifty, the 
haul work, the unceasing anxiety 
and the diHappointmenl had brok(Mi 
down my physi«(ue. I had to give 
it all up in despair, and give it up 
for wliat? Kxistenoe — mere exist- 
ence! Ami I feared hardlj' that. 
Since then I hardly know how I 
have lived. I taught a little when- 
ever I could fln<l "ome one who oould 
aflford no better a teacher, and I 
wrf)fea little foi the papers when I 
could find a subject that I could 
handle, which was very seldom. I 
have even done odd jobs at laborer's 
work when I had the 8tren«tli. 
And life would not have bi'en worth 
living th(>se last twenty years of my 
life if it had not bwen for Midge — 
my Midge. 

"Midge was three years old when 
she catne to me — came to mo be- 
cause she had nowhere else to go. 
No, came to me becanse (Jod would 
net let one poor mtrvaiit of his go 
through the world without some 
reward for his sulTorlng. 

"She was the daiigliter of a widow 
who lived In the same tenoment 
that kept the snow and rain and 
some of the cold of winter from me. 
The poor woman died iu poverty; 
and although we had sehlom spoken 
before her sudden and fliort^ illn(>ss, 
with almost Iier dying breath she 
begged roe to take caro of Midge. 
And so it was that Qod >?ave to rae 
the rosponsibility and the liappinttHS 
of another h\nnan being's welfare. 

" I worked harder anil longer and 
better — T worked desjierately; and 
little as I earned, it sulllced for us. 
She stole into my heart us the breath 
of spi ing steals Into the heart of 
nature, and 1 am sum no father 
ever loved his chili more than I 
loved my Midge; at least, if fathers 
do, paternity must be the giealcst 
joy of the worhl. 

" And what a child she was! 
And what a woman Hhegnvopromise 
of becoming! Kvery day she be- 
came more lieantlful. And smart? 
Why, sir, I have known many 
ohildren, but none ever compared 
with bei. Who would have thought 
that such a radiant flower would 
have sprung from the dust of that 
poor, hard-worked, 8ad-f»vced 
widow? 

"To my delight, she began to 
show, as she grew older, a disposi- 
tion, a genius almost, foi iho stage. 
Vou .can imagine my ecstasy. I 
begau training her for her career 
at once. Through her I could win 
the triumphs that had been denied 



ray own efforts. It was not without 
some fear, though, that I looked 
f<irward to her career as an actress. 
1 knew, alas, too much about actois. 
I?ut surely, I thought, the stage was 
changing. The women of the stage 
were l)etter now than they were in 
the old(*n days. I had heard people 
say 80 I had never noticed any 
dilTerence myH(\lf, but I had always 
been a eareles* observer. Besides, 
my Midge would bo dilTerent from 
the rest. Even if they were all bad, 
she would be the one exc9ption. 
And, then, if (iod spared me, I 
would be always with her to watch 
over her; and I was confident that 
He would spare me, for lior sake, 
even if not for mine. 

"Midge, herself, was delighted 
with my ideas for the future. She 
studied hard and faithfully, and 
every day showeil more signs of 
possessing that charm, that personal 
mangnetism that is the secret of 
tlu( success of every groat actress 
and without which acting becomes 
mere posturing, grimacing and de- 
claiming. 

"I did not toll her whei^she might 
expect to enter upon heV new life; 
but as she near(>(l her eighteenth 
birthday 1 saw that the time had 
come when I might take her before 
the most critical of managoi'«> with 
piide and confidence. The most 
difficult of parts could be given her, 
and she would acquit herself more 
than creditably. An<l I — I cotild 
honestly claim that her skill was 
the product of my care and tuition. 
And when the world liovved at her 
feet I could tell them mII ih it she 
was mine — my Midge. 

"About this time, h.mmmi, an 
event occurred that caused nie some 
un ^. I h»'' 1 that on 

soi, .ions Ail' ,M'!ireu iti- 

coniprolieiisibly MbstiHotod. At 
times she was more buoyantly 
joyous than I had over seen her be- 
foni and at others she appeared 
thoughtful and almost sad. 

" Had she been ac(^nstoihed to the 
society of young men I might havo 
fancied that she was in love, but, 
so far as I knew, she had never 
spoken more than twenty words to 
any young man in the world. I 
did net dare ask her to explain her 
unusual mannei, perhaps because 
of my fear fif learning that this was 
precisely the cause of it. Nor did 
she neglect her sfudiesor herduties. 
Hut there was something wrong, 1 
knew, and I could not determine 
what it was. 

" I found out, though, all too 
soon. One day, as I descended Iho 
last flight of steps in the hall of our 
tenement, a young fellow approach- 
ed ins and lifted his hat. In- 
stin<!tivoly I knew what was com- 
ing, and unconsciously I regarded 
him as an enemy. 1 almost hated 
him for looking so handsome and 
manly. 

" ' I bog your pardon, sir,' he 
said. 'I Want to ask you if I may 
call to see your <laughter.' 

" ' What, my Midge ! ' I exclaim- 
ed. 

" ''Yes, your daughter,' he an- 
swered. 

" Although, in a way, I had ex- 
pected this, T Avas too much over- 
come to reply to him. After wait- 
ing a tnoineut or two, dtiring which 
I could have explained that she was 
not my daughter but hnd not the 
power, he continued : 

" ' My name Is Henry Smithurst. 
I am an Englishman. I have come 
to this country to do the best 1 can 
and am almost friendless here Hut 
I am a grocery dork, earning fail 
wages. I expect to do better, and 
— I know it is but nti in'''""'''v"Mit 
reason — I love Midge.' 

"'I love Midge' How ni.iiiy 
times, in my dreams, T had f/incie<l 
and feared young men saying that. 
AikI here wa« the reality. I was 
(liiite sure he was a brute and an 
unworthy i)erHon altogether. Th(» 
fart that he seemed so manly and 
honest made me more suspicious. 

" Ho loved Midge. Well, so did 
I. And what was more, the wliol(> 
world was to love Midge in lime, 
and that time was verj" near. 

"'I cannot consent,' I said, in a 
few moments. lie looked at the 
door ami trembled a little. 'You 
must know how that my niece is 
destined for a career — she is to be 
a great woman and a noble one. 
She is the gift of God not only to 
UK) but to m»» but to His people. I 
believe that you are sincere,' I said 
this In ease his heart, if possibly he 
did love hor, although I did not 



believe it. ' But this must go no 
further. It is my command. It is 
justice to you and justice to her,' 

" He bowed and left mo. I com- 
pleted my errand and returned to 
Midge. I knew that she divined 
what passed between Henry and 
myself, and I could not look her in 
the face. When I did at length 
steal a glance at her face, I saw 
that she was inoxpressibly sad. 

" But she said nothing, and Tried 
faithfully to be the light-hearted 
girl she was intended to bo by 
nature. But I was too good a 
student of humail nature and too 
good a master of the art of acting 
not to know that she herself was 
using Hie divine art to dooeivo me. 
I knew my Midge's heart was break- 
ing, but I would not give way. It 
seemed only just that at least the 
one thing 1 wished in this world 
should come to pass. It was the 
onlj' thing I asked. My Midge 
should l>e a great actress ; she must. 
I dismissed the subject of her love 
from my mind as well as I could, 
and went on with ■•" T>''"^'M«ition8 
far Midge's ilehui. 

"Fjr the first tiinf> iii my life, 
chance favored me. 1 approached 
the most successful manager in 
New York with confldence, almost 
with insolence, and told him that I 
had the rarest jewel in thi> world 
cut and polished for him. It seem- 
ed that he was at a loss for a lead- 
ing lady suitable to a now and im- 
portant vcMituro. He gave my 
Midge a trial, and at the end of it 
Acceded to my own terms. He 
frankly acknowledged that she was 
marvelous. He advertised her as 
divine; and concerning that I real- 
ly believe that for the first time a 
III IS truthful in his re- 

|i. to (he puOlic. 

" 11(0 part was not one that 1 
would have chosen for my Midge's 
(hbul. Hut it seems that the public 
taste has changetl, an<l the dramatic 
art is the only one in which the 
public leads and is not led. Then, 
too, the oi)pnrtunlty was too good a 
one to be lost. I accepted it for 
her. 

"Oarefnlly I studied and watched 
the men aiuj woinen who were to 
suriound her. I expected to find 
them better in every respect than 
the ones I had know in my own 
career. In this I was sadly disap 
jH>iiiled. T found them sHi>orfieial, 
frivolous au<l ev(>n more dissipated 
thad tliiwe I had known a genera- 
tion before. They wctro far bettor 
paid, however. With Ihem it was 
no longer "art," but "money," and 
the money was put to u.sos that 
seemed to me disgusting. For a day 
or two I hesitated to let my Midge 
proceed with her contract, I al- 
most felt like letting poor Henry 
have her and make her happy in 
his simple way. Hut you must 
remember that I was an old man — 
a disappointed old man. 1 had my 
ambitions for Midge. I trotild not 
believe that she love\l this poor 
grocer's clerk. I did not fear the 
evil infiuencesof the stage, because 
I believed I know them all. I be- 
leived in Mulgo herself, and I ex- 
pected to" b:i near hor always to 
guard her. 

" There was one man in the com- 
pany of whom 1 was afr.-iid. The 
jiart he was to play was th.nt of the 
villain. He seemed to bo well-fit- 
tod for it. In the old days we did 
not associate the man with the part 
he was to play. To-day, the proper 
ehoicp of the man is the triumph of 
dramatic art. This man seemed to 
play the part of the villain-lover to 
my Midge olT the stage as well as 
en. He hung .around the entrance 
to the hallway that led to her dress- 
ing-room. He waa ever ready with 
an exaggerated compliment or un- 
necessary piece of attention. Of 
course, she did noli notice it. 1 
tiiod to oimvince myself I was mis- 
taken. Hut the nearer we drew to 
the evening «f the performance, 
the more I feared him. 

" At length that evening arrived. 
I was permitted to lemain behind 
the seenws, and jealously I watched 
the shabby little door to my Midge's 
dressing-room, I assure you. 

" Unless you have been an actor, 
you cannot appreciate the strain 
and suspense there are behind the 
scenes on a first night. I did, how- 
ever; and knowing that I was to a 
ccMtain «>xtent an intruder, I luilf 
hid myself behind a pile of scenery 
at the back of the dreary-looking 
stage, where 1 could .see and not be 
seen. There I Was when the stage 



manager called with his strident 
voice: 'Half-hour!' There I was, 
my heart beating furiously, when he 
palled: 'Fifteen minutes.' And 
later, just as ho called: 'Overture' 
the door of my Midge's dressing- 
room opened and she appeared, 
radiant, beautiful, self-possessed 
— a queen coming to her corona- 
tion, 

" 'What a beauty!' 

" The wonls were spoken by 
some one standing but a few feet 
from nie; for although they were 
whispered, I conhl hoar thorn above 
the music of the orchestra. 

"" ' Yes,' was the repl.v in another 
voice. * By the way, it seems to 
me, -Archiu, that you are rather 
smitten "illi (li(^ l:i<lr. .Lit' Vou 

not ? " 

" 'My bii^s, .-.ui- 1,-- .11. (liii;.-. . re- 
turned the first speaker. ' And 
that is equivalent to saying that 
she will be mine'within a week.' 

" He laughed. 

" Instinctively I peered from ray 
hiding place. The man who had 
spoken thus of my Midge wna the 
very man I feared. I eould read in 
the expression of his face the whole 
story of his intentions. Old and 
weak" as I was, I conId have sprung 
at his throat and throttled him, lint 
before I could move the staue- 
nianager called again : ' First act !' 
The players took theirpositions and 
the curtain rose. 

" I do not suppose I^as entirely 
responsible for what I did after 
that, I do not remember it all. I 
do know, however, that I inahed 
from my hiding place and stood 
trembling at one of tbe entrances. 
It was at the ei '^ ■>'' 'he first act 
that there was a .>tween iny 

Midge and Iho i; " feared. 

Strangely ano uni ly, he 

had to utter words on the stage 
very similiir to those I had just 
heard from his lips. Cleverly he 
said them and with consummate 
grace of action : ' You shall bo 
mine, all mine, my lady, to do wi'h 
ns I please.' But beneath his act- 
ing, I saw as any experienced actor 
could have Sf>en, that he meant the 
words — himself speaking to my 
Midge With a cry of madness, 1 
sprang ui)on the stage and, ru.shing 
to him, clutehed him by his white 
throat. The audience was breath- 
less, although they did not under- 
stand that it was not a part of the 
play. Poor .Midge fainted, and, 
seeing her fall to the floor, I cried 
with all my remaining strength : 
' Henry t Henry ! ' 

"I must have-fainted then myself, 
for the next thing that I remember 
I was reclining on the little gray 
sofa in my own room in our tene- 
ment. Heary supported me in his 
arms, and my Midge was-. bathing 
my face with (-old water, A doctor 
stood by side, and at the door stood 
a silent pollcoman. I was under 
arrest. 

"They did not do much to me for 
my rash as-sault, although all the 
iiifinence of the manager and the 
actor I had attacked w.is brought to 
bear against rae. They said that I. 
wab not of sound mind, and they 
put mo hero where I eould do no 
harm. And perhaps I am not of 
sound mind, but I am happy — oh, 
*io Imppy! — for my Mi<ige never set 
foot upon the stage again. She 
married Heniy, Hn<^ they k<M>p a 
little grocery stoio not a block away 
from our dear old tenement, and as 
my Mi<lge and my Henry eome to 
s<>e me almost every day."

Now thjit convention week is 
over and the last of our visitors 
have departed, and that the eagerly 
scanneilpress notices unreservedly 
praise the work of the Local Com- 
mittee, and that there havo arisen 
no carping critics to complain about 
this or' that after he was safely 
awa)' from the city, the deaf of St, 
Louis can now sit down and take a 
rest, satisfied with the following 
facts: That they have entertained 
more convention visitors than any 
two former conventions combined, 
and in a much better way; and iu 
doing this have well sustained St. 
Louis' repntation for hospitality. 
In this convention St. Louis has 
established a record for entertain- 
ing that following Local Commit- 
tees will have to hurry themselves 
to equ.il, 

A .social f«>ature of convention 
week that was omitted from the 
.louRNAL of last week, was the 
Farewell Hop given on Saturday 
evening, August 37th, at the Mis- 
souri State Building in the World's 
I'air grounds. The Iimtal Commil- 
teo had opened their series of en- 
tiMlainments on the 20th, wiih a 
dancing reception in this building, 
and it seemed but fitting to close 
them iu the same place. It was 
announced on short notice and not 
given on the programme, but was 
decided to be given after the Local 
Committee had figured up and 
found a surplus still left in its 
treasury Most of our visitors who 
still remained in the city attended, 
and had an enjoyable evening. The 
late evening and early Sunday 
morning trains took away most of 
tho.se who still remained, and at 
present there ai'o but few strangers 
left in the city. 

Rev, Cloud, assisted by Rev. 
WhiUlin, held services on the morn- 
ing of the 28th, at St, Thomas' 
Mission. A congregation of nearly 
oue hundred and fifty attended the 
service-s. In the afternoon, Rev. 
Hutherford, the assistant of Rev. 
HasoJistab, conducted services in 
the Centenary M. E. Church, on 
IGth and Pine Streets, to a good- 
sized congregation. 

The regular monthly Public 
Opinion meeting was held on the 
2d inst. The effect of oonv^uition 
week on the home crowd was ap- 
parent from the small attendance. 
Mr. Cloud gave the news of the 
world during the past month in 
dotnil. The Ijocal Committee met 
after the meeting, and found that 
after all the entertainments had 
boon paid for, a handsome surplus 
still lemains. This does not in- 
clude the eommis-sion from the sale 
of photographs of the convention, 
which gt)e8 to the National Associa- 
tion, 

Mr, Wolff found the convention 
mther more cxpiMisive than he 
wished, as ho di"opped his " roll " 
.■somewhere in ihe convention hall, 
and, needle.vs lo s,>i\-. iipvit found 
it again. 

The blue ihuimmi \i.mi:« l^,-ued by 
the Local Cotnmittee to each who 
had a membership receipt from the 
N. A. D., and which had a coupon 
for each entertainment, was a 
source of some bewilderment to 
many, who seemed to have the idea 
thattiie dollar they paid to join the 
Association went into the Local 
Committee's coffers. By the time 
the next convention is held, they 
will underntand that the Loeal 
Committee is under no obligations 
to them in a financial way, and 
does not get a cent from them ; so 
they will bo able to wait with some 
paliouce and enduie .<iraall incon- 
veniencos that alway.s arise in a 
crowd, instead of acting as if the 
Local Committee had taken their 
money and failed to make good, as 
not. a few did dnrin" '•'••= ""men- 
tion.

Prof. R, P. MacGregor's lecture 
on the " Destruction of Jerusalem," 
delivered on the 2l8t, was one of 
the best lectures ever given in this 
city.

The 
papers read during the convention 
week on the status of the deaf in 
civil, religious and business mat- 
ters, it d bvoailcast thrcnigh 
the cou .>uld do a great deal 
to acquainting hearing people that 
that the deaf are exactly like them- 
selves, save that they cannot hear, 
Mr. G. Audreo has been given 
oharge of the Gallaudet College 
space at the World's Fair.

interest the visitor, instead of hav- 
ing a ease of old photographs, ex- 
hibited before at Chicago ten years

tl(ms, that a euide is nee*».s.s«ry lo 
find It, the college would have re- 
flected creKlil on itself, and interest- 
e<l and ednoHted a great many more 
visitors on its value than it does 
now.

Deaf, dumb, blind, and unable 
to walk for fourteen yeiirs, Miws 
Nellie McLees, of No. 3104 Frank- 
lord Avenue, IMiiladelphia, has re- 
covered all her faculties. Her 
cure, which is considered one if not 
tll<^ most wonderful in medical 
history, "vas aiicoinplished by the 
npl>licalioii of static electricity.

Tlie greattisl care was ex- 
ercised, as the patient was liable to 
tlie at any moiiKMil, so weak was the 
action of her h(>art, on account of 
long suffering and the despair of 
years of darkness.

Xray electrical apparatus installed 
ill his oHlce, and with Ihe utmost 
(•are the current was applied to Ihe 
lieltileNM wouaan. 

Alter aevural applicniions Miss 
McLees' long-lost sight returned 
and, although she could not speak, 
the glad t*xpressioii on her face 
denoted how jdoased she was. Her 
relatives and (he physician wrote 
messages lo her whiMi her eyes by 
careful trealment had become ac- 
(;ustnin(>d \a the light. 

After several more applications 
of the wonderful current, her hear- 
ing and s)ieecli returned simul- 
tanoonsly. Tlie soiiiul of her voice 
startled her, and for some lime she 
could scarcely articulate. 

For the first lime in yeiirsshesaw 
hor face iu a looking-glass, and with 
her returned vision gazed and gazed 
at the welcerae sight.

Wlien asked to speak of her ease,

"The fourteen years I suffered 
seem like a terrible dream to me 
now. Vou have no idea how glad 
I iim that I (!au see, hear, sp(>ak, 
and walk again, I am so glad that 
I followed Dr. Brown's advice, or 
rather that my people did, for, you 
see, I had no idea of what was 
going on around me. When I felt 
tlie powerful electric cut rent going 
Ihroiigh nie I was frighteneil, of 
course, but now it is all over, and 
I am well again.

It <H propoHod to create a mt^nioria) 
to the late Key. ThoinnB Gallaudet, 
D.D., by tho erection of a Parish 
Iluildini; for St. Ann'd Church for 
Doaf-MuteM. The present Church 
is Nitiiated on 148th Street, just west 
of AuiHterdam Avenue, and is built 
Motne twonty-flve feet back from the 
line of the ntrnet to purniil the erec- 
tion of snob a building au above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religioua and social life umouKHt 
the silent peoples. Or. Qaliaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this l>uildinK, which 
wovld liavo completed the church 
with which hit) name liaH always 
been assooiated. Thiu waH not per- 
initted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street froat aad twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be tliree 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligieuN and iuduHtrial needs uf the 
deaf-mutes of Now York. The 
amount required for '• The Qaliau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily eudorse-the memorial.
